The Railroad Accident. 

The Sacrnniciito "Record" lias tho 
following' in reference to the accident 
oil tlio Central Pnciilc Rnilroad, report- 
ed liriclly by telogriipli, 

The regular Avestward-bouiid over 
land passenger train ■which have arriv- 
ed hero at 2 o'cloclv yesterday afternoon 

did not get here until half pa.-it !) last 
night. .From jiat-iHoiigorH on board we 
loarii tlie folh)wiiig jiarlieiilai-s of Llui 
aeeiilent: The train left Cailiii at 10 
o'clock on I'riday inoruing, and when 
throe miles this side of that place the 
engine ran over a cow. A passongor 
who was ill tho roar .sleeping car say.s 
that at the time of tlie accident lie did 
not feel much of a jar, and as quick as 
they came to a standstill he ni.shed 
forward. Ho found the engine otT 
the track and the tender not oflf. The 
rear truck of the mail car had broken 
loose so th.<it the rear end of the car 
had fallen upun the track. "SVells, 
Fargo A: Co's oar was oil' tho track, 
lying on its side. The baggage car 
was oir tho truck, and also tho forwnrtl 
truck of the iirstsleoper. Wells, Fargo 
& Co' .s ear was discovered to be on fire, 
Rnd before the llames could be extii.- 
giiished was entirely di'stroyed; togeth- 
er with all its coulentH. An iron chest 
containing luiin, gold dust, greenbacks 
and valuable iiapens, was so heated as 
to destroy its contents, except the gold 
dust and coin. While this car was 
Inirning the (.'inployes and passengers 
broke ojien the baggage car and re- 
in jvcd all it.'j coulents to a jilace of 
safety. Others uncoupled the rear 
cars and ran them back io a safe dis- 
tance. All engine anivc'd from Carlin 
in time to prevent any other ears 
from burning, and the mail was unin- 
jured. 

At tho place where tho accident lia])- 
pened, the embankment is only about 
live feet Jiigh. Had it been a few feet 
higher, all of the cars iniist have gone 
oft' tho track, and many would have 
been injured. As it was, inily three 
men wero injured. Frank \. Wlialey, 
the mail agent, jumped from the ear as 
it went olf the track, and received 
Boveral quite severe bruises about the 
head. 1). M. Harris, Wells, Fargo & 
Co's agent, also jn njied from his ear, 
and was cunsideraljly hurt. The bag- 
gage master, Miirdock, was in his ear 
when it upset, and wiis quite severely 
injured. 

Tho amount of damage cannot yet be 

aseertaincd. The baggage ajul' mail 
ears, and one of the slee]>ers, ^vere so 
wrecked that they were abandoned, 
and their I'ontents came Lhiough in 
freight cura from the Truekeo divis- 
ion.
